The question of “night riding”? and 
speed limity was under diseussion for several 
months, and on the 17th May we shad the 
‘honour to. address the "Acting, Colonial 
Beerctary fully on the subject, and. made 
severnl suggestions with a view ta provent- 
ing the legitimate use of the public carriage 
highways at night from becoming a muikance 
to residents. 

A reference to our letter of that date will 
show that the question of closing the, Caine
